Dec. 29.— For the United 
States to Join a league of nations to 
enforce world peace after the present 
war “ would In no wise be Jeopardizing 
the Monroe doctrine— certainly not to 
any greater extent than It already has 
been Jeopardized by some thirty odd 
treaties,” was the view expressed here 
Thursday night In a formal statement

Peace, of which former President Taft 
la the head. 
“ The fact that since 1913," the state­ 
ment says, “ the United States has be 
come a party to treaties with France. 
Great Britain, Russia and other Euro­ 
pean and South and Central American 
states In which the high contracting 
parties agree that all 
disputes 
be­ 
tween them of every nature whatso­ 
ever to the settlement of which pre­ 
vious arbitration treaties 
or agree­ 
ments do not apply, shall, when diplo­ 
matic methods 
of adjustment have 
failed, be referred for Investigation 
and report to an International com­ 
mission and they agree not to declare 
war or begin hostilities during such 
Investigation and before the report Is 
submitted.* 
“The report shall be presented In

Changes in the schedule of drills 
and classes In military science and

All kinds of 
farming should be carried on in ac 
cord with future weather, for a dry 
season requires methods vastly differ­ 
ing from those necessary for wet sea­ 
sons.

To get winter eggs one of the prime 
requisites is that the stock be hatched 
at the proper time. 
Pullets make the 
best layers, but 
must 
be hatched 
early or they will not begin laying 
before eggs decline in price. 
Plymouth 
Rocks, 
Rhode 
Island 
Reds, 
Wryandottes, 
Orpingtons and 
Sussex may be hatched in January. 
February and March. 
The leghorns. 
Anconas, Minorcas, Spanish and An­ 
dalusians may be hatched in March 
and April. 
The medium weight breeds, to pro­ 
duce winter eggs, should be hatched 
early. 


Now is the time to mate the breed­ 
ing stock to provide fertile eggs by 
January and February. 


Hens make better breeders 
than 
pullets. 
Do not breed from the entire stock. 
Select a few of the most promising 
individuals and 
breed 
from 
these 
alone. 
Do not breed from weak or sick in­ 
dividuals. 
Hens that lay in November and De 
cern ber are the 
best 
layers in the 
flock. 
Breed from them. 


In selecting the breeaers, remem 
ber that condition, all vigor, is one 
of the most important factors. 
Select 
birds 
with a short head 
stubby beak, prominent eyes, long 
broad back, strong legs set well apart, 
smooth and glossy plumage and 
a 
fiery red and well developed comb. 
The mate bird that proves the best 
fighter and can crow the loudest and 
longest, if he possesses 
the 
other 
necessary 
characteristics, 
may 
be 
placed at the head of the breeding 
flock. 


Keep pure bred stock because

Allow the breeding flock free range.
